-WASHINGTON, June 25.—President 

Roosevelt will present tc Russia the petl- 
tion sent to him by the B’Nai B'rith pro- 
testing against the treatment of the Jews 
in Russia. 

What the result will be is problemati- 
cal. As indicated in the following note 
from: Secretary Hay to Simon Wolf, the 
presentation will probably be made to the 
Russian governmcnt through the United 
States charge at St. Petersburg. The note 
reads: 

Department of State, Washington, June 

241: 

Dear Sir—The President has concluded 
to transmit to the Russian government 
the petition, of which you presented him 
a draft on the 1%h of this month. The 
matter which he had to consider most se- 
riously was whether or not such a proceed- 
ing would be to the advantage of your 
persecuted and outraged co-religionists in 
Russia. On this point he has decided to 
accept your opinion and that of the num- 
erous and intelligent groups of American 
citizens of the Jewish faith whom you 
represent. He requests that you will send 
him the petition in due form at your earl- 
jest convenience. Of course, you will 
understand that the President cannot tell 
you what reception your petition will meet 
with at the hands of the Russian govern- 


ment. 1am, sir, faithfully yours, 
JOHN HAY. 

Hon. Simon Wolf, Washington, D. C. 

The petition which wil) be transmitted 
to the Russian government is the one 
which the executive council of the B’Nal 
B'rith handed to the President as a ten- 
tative document to be signed by leading 
citizens of the United States outside of 
federal office holders. It is expected that 
it will take about two weeks to secure 
these signatures, work along that line al- 
ready being in prigress.

An investigation of all facts connected 
with the sale of specially prepared registry 
books furnishéd by the General Manifold- 
ing Co. of Franklin, Pa., to the postoffice 
department has been precipitated by the | 
publication of an open letter from Third iin <a 
Assistant Postmaster-General Madden to ' 
Mr. Payne, in which Madden demanded 
an investigation. 

Mr. Sibley is credited with having in- 
duced the appropriations committee to in- 
sert in amendment in the sundry civil 
bill, approved June 28, 1902, authorizing the 
public printer to purchase the books man- 
ufactured by the General Manifolding Co. 
Mr. Sibley was at the time a member of 
the committee on postoffice and post roads. 

Representative Sibley is said to be large- 
ly interested in the General Manifolding 
Co., together with his brother-in-law, Gen. 
Miller, and his son-in-law, Mr. Wilson. 

The revised statutes stipulate that no 
member of Congress can vote for any ap- 
propriation bill in which he has a finan- 
cial interest without laying himself liable 
to prosecution.

A Little More Waxlike, a Little More 
Bowed, Seemed the Venerable Pon- 
tiff at the Public Consistory, as He 
Blessed the People.

HIS WEAKNESS APPARENT 
DURING THE CEREMONY 


‘Great Wrongs Gather in the Corridors 
of the Papal Palace to Witness the 
Passage of the Impressive Cortege 
to the Throne. 


ROME, June %.—The public consistory, 
postponed from June 18, was held today 
with much pomp and additional interest 
and reverence, for in spite of the reassur- 
ing news concerning the Pope's health, 
many believed that this would be the last 
consistory under Leo XIII. 

The assemblage gazed at the venerable 
pontiff with intense curiosity, and there 
was rédoubled enthusiasm in the cries of 
“Long live Leo.”’ 

Hie looked a little more waxlike, a little 
more bowed, his voice was somewhat thin- 
ér, and it was evident that his attendants 
were anxious. 

There were many Strangers among the 
crowds gathered in the corridors of the 
Sala Regia and Sala Ducale to witness the 
passage of the cortege. The Pope was 
borne in the Sedia Gestoria by eight bear- 
ers, clad in red brocade. They were flanked 
by the bearers of the famous Flabelli, or 
feathered fans. 

The Pope smiled while he blessed the 
Crowds as he passed. In fact at times he 
tried to rise so as to better impart his 
benediction and it was only when he de- 
Bcendcd from the Sedia Gestatoria that 
Most extreme weakness was apparent. 

Following the pontiff came a gorgeous 
line of scarlet-clad cardinals, friars, in 
Various habits, priests and various mem-

knee breeches and white ruffs. The church 
dignitaries were escorted by the noble 
Swiss and Palatin guards, which with the 
Bistine choir chanting solemnly formed an 
Smotional picture.

Asserts That She Has a Will Which 
Gives Her Good Share of 
$200,000. 


WAS IGNORED AT FUNERAL. 


Sudden Death of New York Society 
Man Discloses a Romance of Which 
Intimate Friends Knew Nothing. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June %.—The sudden death 
of Walter Willson Watrous, noted sports- 
man and society man, at Atlantic City, 
discloses @ romance in his life never sus- 
pected by relatives or friends. 

Watrous, the céntra] figure in a most 
remarkable divorce tangle, was looked 
upon as a heartbroken man, living the 
life of a recluse and shunning even his 
old friends. 

But there was &@ woman with Mr. Wat- 
rous when he died, who says she was his 
wife. Mrs. Katharine Ballou was her 
name and until a year ago she lived at 
851 Lexington avenue, directly across the 
way from the home of the Watrous fam- 


ily. 

She accompanied Walter Watrous to At- 
lantic City two weeks ago and was regis- 
tered by him at the Marlborough House 
as his wife. Numbered in the party was 
Mrs. Maude E. Spencer, who Is said to be a 
sister of the widow. 

For possession of the estate left by 
Watrous, a bitter contest seems to be 
inevitable. The relatives have offered 
for probate a bill drawn not long before 
the death of Mr. Watrous. It was exe- 
cuted Jan. 4, 191, at Tuxedo Park. In 
the first paragraph Mr. Watrous be- 
queaths $800, to “Katherine Floecker, 
otherwise known as Katherine Ballou.” 
All the rest of the property is bequeathed 
to Harry W. Watrous, a brother, and Al- 
lan W. Adams, a cousin, as executors in 


trust, the income to be used for the sup- 
port and education of Walter W. Wat- 
rous’ son, Livingston Watrous, until he 
is 21, after which he is to receive all 
the income till he is 30, when he is to 
receive the principal. Livingston Wat- 
rous is now 16 years old. The estate is 
valued at about $200,000. 

“Mrs. Watrous,”’ who has beén known 
until now as Mrs. Ballou, has directly 
announced that she stands ready to prove 
that she was married in a regular man- 
ner to Mr. Watrous, and she has intimat- 
ed in an indirect manner that she has a 
will, drawn later than the one in the 
possession of the family, which she will 
offer for probate. Its contents are not 
made public. 

In the family home, 352 Lefington ave- 
nue. when the funeral ceremonies were 
held, ‘“‘Mrs. Watrous’’ was present, and 
though she sat near the body of the man 
she claims was her husband she was not 
recognized as a mourner. Her grief was 
not poignant, and even those who feel that 
she has not adopted the right course were 
convinced that she was not acting. There 
were no sensational incidents at the funer- 
al, which was impressive in its simplicity. 
Such arrangements had been made as would 
not do injustice to the alleged widow and 
would not shock the sensibilities of the 
relatives of the dead. 

Members of the Watrous family were in a 
room on the floor above the parlor and 
during the ceremony not one of them was 
seen by those who were present by in- 
vitation. 

There was a great profusion of flowers, 
which were banked about the cof One 
of the largest of the bouquets was sent 
by the ‘‘widow.’’ who also dropped a single 
flowcr into the coffin as she took her last 
look at the face of Walter Watrous. 

Several efforts were made to obtain from 
the ‘‘widow’’ a statement regarding her 
intentions. She refused to grant an Tntar 
view, but said that she and her sister 
were going away, to be gone a week or 
more. 

“Do you still lay claim to being the 
widow of Mr. Watrous?’ was asked. 

‘‘Most certainly I am his widow.”’ 

‘Were you married to Mr. Watrous?’’ 

“We were married.” 

“Was it a common law marriage?” 

“Tt was not a common law marriage. 
The ceremony was properly performed. 
and I do not think that its validity will 
be attacked.’’ 

Mrs. Ballou-Watrous’ maiden name was 
Katherine Beldon, and San Francisco was 
the home of her girlhood. Her first mar- 
riage was with a man named Ballou, of 
whom next to nothing is known here. 
He died, leaving her in affluent circum- 
stances. Ske next married Walter Floeck- 
er, and 12 years ago divarced him in this 
city. Her decree was‘ granted by Justice 
Gildersleeve. 

It was then that she took up her resi- 
dence in Lexington avenue, opposite the 
Watrous home. 


IRON PRICES WEAKENING. 


Disposition to Make Concessions to 


Buyers Growing. 

NEW YORK, June 25.—The past week 
has not brought very material changes in 
the iron market, according to the Iron 
Age. The great majority of buyers persist 
in an attitude of.reserve and thero is 
a growing disposition to make concessions 
to them. Much is made of the opening of 


the books of the steel rail manufacturers 
for 1904 orders at $28. It appears tha the 
western roads have placed about 200,000 
tons, with considerable business pending. 
Generally speaking, the eastern lines have 
not yet ordered. The Harriman roads ‘have 
placed 10,000 tons with foreign makers. 
From all quarters come the reports that 
in foundry pig iron a volume of business 
is being done in moderate lots for promps 
delivery which contrasts very favorably 
with the rate of purchases made during 
the past few months. This, however, is 
merely proof of the fact that melters are 
down to the bone in their maneuvering 
for position for the third and fourth quar- 
ters. All the leading buyers are watching 
the market closely and-inquiries are numer- 
ous and important, but the real buying 
movement has not yet set in. 

In the meantime, prices are still weak- 
ening. In the central West, northern makes 
have gone even below the equivalent of 
e 94 prices. 

It is interesting to note that a good deal 
of tonnage of foreign foundry iron, which 
was due on former contracts, have been 
transferred to domestic producers, the im- 
porters selling their foreign tron abroad 
and covering on this side. This practically 
puts an end to this extraordinary and ab- 
normal movement, except that ftfere is 
considerable temptation still to buy for- 
eign foundry iron for drawback on ex- 
port manufactures. Lately the agricul- 
tural implement makers havé been closely 
studying the possibilities in this direction, 
not only tn steel, but also in pig iron.

NEW ORLEANS STEPS. 
TO THE FRONT RANK 


Begins Vast System of Municipal 
Betterment ‘at a Cost of 
$ 18,000,000. 


TO BE FINISHED IN 5 YEARS. 


It Comprises Sewerage and Water 
Supply, Which Make the City 
One of the Cleanest. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 2.—With formal 
ceremony today, in the presence of a large 
assembly of citizens, Mayor Paul Capde- 
vielle turned the first spade of earth in 
the work of constructing the vast system 
of sewerage, water and drainage, which 
is to place New Orleans abreast of the 
best sanitated cities of the world and 
which is to cost roughly $18,000,000. The 
great undertaking is to be finally com- 
pleted within the next five years. The 
tax to provide the money for this immense 
scheme of public improvement was voted 
in 1899. 

The governor, the United States sen- 
ators, members. of congress, state and 
city officials, munictpal officers, the su- 
preme judges, the clergy, leading business 
men and the various committees which 


have been identified with the sewerage 
movement, occupied seats on the platform. 
A special guest of honor was former Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Chas. §. Fairchild. 

The movement which has culminated in 
the final breaking of ground today fol- 
lowed the epidemic of fever in 1898. Though 
the disease was mild and the mortality 
comparatively insignificant, immense busi- 
ness losses were suffered through the in- 
stitution of prohibitive quarantines and a 
great public demand was aroused f( §: :di- 
cal sanitary reform. The property holders 
yvromptiy voted the required tax, necessary 
leotslative action was secured and consti- 
tutional authority for the issue of bonds. 
Unavoidabe] delays, however, postponed 
one actual commencement of work until 
today. 

The magnitude of the undertaking may 
be understood when it is stated that there 
is to be built new and at the same time 
such systems of sewerage and water sup- 
ply as only have been developed in other 
cities of similar size by gradual growth 
extending usually through several § gen- 
erations, and as will ultimately accommo- 
date more than double the present popula- 


BROTHER BECOMES A NEMESIS 


E. D. Thurman Returns to Alton and 
Causes Arrest of George Red- 


mond on Charge of Murder. 
George Redmond is under arrest in Al- 
ton on a grandjury warrant, charged 
with the murder of William Thuriman, 


two weeks ago. He is held without bond. 

Thurman as found in an alley in 
North Alton two weeks ago, with his 
skull crushed. He was taken to 8t. Jo- 
seph's Hospital, and after lying there in 
an unconscious condition for 10 days, 
died. He, did not at any time recover 
consclousness enough to tell of his slay- 
er. Redmond, who is a harness inaker, 
was arrested the next day, charged with 
the murder. He satisfied the cfficers 
that he was not with the man on the 
night of the murder, and was released. 

A brother of the murdered man, E. D.

Hotel at Paducah, Ky., came to Alton, 
took the remains home for burial, and 
then returned to search for the mur- 
derer. The search ended Wednesduy, 
when through testimony given the 
grandjury the brother caused the arrest 
of Redmond, charging him with the 
killing. 

Redmond claims that he will be able 
to prove an alibi.

Corpse Had a Shakeup. 
“Reading of the terrific earthquake that 


destroyed -thousands of lives in Asiatic 
Turkey the other day, reminds me that 
I have experienced two of these convul- 
sions of nature,’ said an old westerner. 
“though, of course, they were mere trifiles 
compared with great ones. But each one 
was sufficient to frighten me severely. 


When one loses confidence In old Mother 
Earth an inestimable fear takes posses- 
sion of him, as well as a sort of fatalist- 
ic resignation, for he realizes his help- 
lessness to succor himself or ward oft 
danger. The -first one was in Topeka, 
Kan., in 1867, and the terror the inhab- 
itants felt was heightened by the fact 
that but a few days previously a large 
brick building had collapsed and become 
a total wreck, though, I believe, without 
loss of life. The earthquake came in 
the afternoon, and in a moment the 
streeta were filled with the frightened, 
bewildered people. In a Methodist church 
there was in progress the funeral of a 
well known business man, a member of 
the Topeka brass band, and as the build- 
ing began to tremble and sway the “yet 
audience rose hurriedly to escape. To add 
to the terror. the big brass horn which 
the deceased had played in the band. and 
which was lyin on his casket, was 
shaken off and fell to the floor with a 
loud clang. Then the crowd madly flun 
itself out of the windows and doors, an 
quite a number were injured. There was 
no serious damage to buildings In the 
city, but quite a number had cracks and 
seams to show the force of the shock. 
“My second experience was the great 
earthquake that wrecked Charleston in 
1886, which was severe enough in Wash- 
ineton to awaken me in my bed, to which 
I had gone very early, for the quake oc- 
curred about o'clock in the eventing.

FORCED TO FLEE FOR HIS LIFE 


Seeking Employment’ and a New 
Home in Louisville, 30 That He 
Can Again Appear at Trial. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 2%5.—Exiled from 
his native town, his hom» burned to the 
ground, and with no place that he can call 
home, Capt. B. J. Ewen of .lackson, Breath- 
itt County, Ky., is in Leu'sville in search 
of an opportunity to male a fresh start 
in business if a new field. 

His wife has remained for the present 
in Jackson to attend to the remaining ir- 
terests of her husband. 

Capt. HKwen talked freely of his plans. 
He woukl not discuss the trial of Jett and 
White for the murder of J. B. Marcum, or 
anything pertaining to it, saying that he 
has to testify again in the case, and also 
in the bribery case, and he does not want 
to run any risk of attempts being made 
to show that his statements are contra- 
dictory. 

“I will try,” he said, “to find employ- 
ment in Louisville. If I do I will bring 
my family here and live in Mrs. Ransom’s 
house. At present my wife, the youngest 
boy and the oldest boy, 16 years old, are 
in Jackson. Three of my daughters are !n 
Stanton with one of my brothers. One of 
my boys, 6 yeais old, is in Lexington with 
Mrs. Edward Hoagland. My oldest daugn- 
ter came to Lexington with me, but fear- 
ing trouble in Jackson, went back to be 
with her mother.” 

“I cannot go back to Jackson. I have 
not even seen the ruins of my _ house. 
My wife says the house and the furnish- 
ings were all destroyed and that even the 
furniture which was saved was broken all 
to pieces by being thrown out the win- 
dows.

This is followe& by the penalty clause, 
stating that ®e secretary of war may 
take the bridge in the name of the United 
Btates if this provision be violated.

Conucilman Gibson Says Each 


Quite a number of the gentlemen who 
are urging the passage of the loop bill 
are heard to declare that it is absurd to 
make the abolition of the bridge arbitra- 
ry a condition of the loop grant, because 
it is impracticable to so draft the ordi- 
nance as te give the proposition qa legal 
and effective entity. 

They hold that, even though the arbi- 
trary is to be abolished, its abolition could 
not properly be made a feature of the bill, 
since the trunk lines responsible for the 
arbitrary are not the granters in the bill. 

The Post-Dispatch is desirous of leav- 
ing nothing unconsidered that might be 
essential to correct legislation on this point, 
and it therefore called on Councignan 
Gibson, who not only is a mature lawyer, 
but who has made a careful study of all 
of the legal questions which the loop Dill 
presents. — 

On hearing the suggestion of impraott- 
cabllity outlined in the foregoing para- 
graph, Mr. Gibson said that the difficulty 
was largely fictitious, and not at all for- 
midable. 


Amendment to 
Meet Objection. 


“The whole matter can be covered in an 
amendment to the bills now pending or to 
any of them,” said he. “In my opinion 
the amendment should make it a condi-

Gov. Yates speaks to the point about the Belleville lynching. 


His meaning cannot be mistaken. 

In his Berlin interview the Governor says: “Illinois must 
discountenance it in such a relentless manner that any thought 
of its repetition anywhere within the borders of the state 
will be forever banished. I hope that every ringleader of the 
Belleville mob will be caught and sent to the penitentiary. I 
will see that he stays there.” 

It will be seen that the Governor entertains no loose views 
on the subject of law and order. 

Judging by investigations made by the Post-Dispatch there 
can be no doubt that the lynching is condemned unsparingly by 
the best sentiment of Belleville, which needs only leadership 
to make it: effective. The Governor’s vigorous words will 
strengthen this sentiment and give it courage. 

The authorities should be spurred to their duty in the mat- 
ter. It is almost inconceivable that, in a community like 
Belleville, containing the pick of people trained to law and 
order for generations, there should be any hesitation or doubt 
as to the steps to be taken. But this backwardness of the 
people and officials will probably be corrected by Governor 
Yates’ encouraging words, and we may expect positive action 
of some sort. ‘ 

There can be little doubt of this in the minds of those fa- 
miliar with the facts and the character of the community. 
Belleville should not disappoint the confident expectation of 
other communities.
